Sen. Power followed. The Govern- 
ment, he said, paid 33-4 per cent. for 
money it obtained outside of Canada 
and ie tliee per cent. for money it 
obtained from Canadians. If the Gov- 
ernment would fix no rate in Canada, 
but would pay what it had to pay 
elsewhere, the law of supply and 
demand would operste to increase 
the rate to depotora, 

Hon. Mr. Lougheed said that this 
was a somewhat difficult question for 
the Government to discuss. There 
were many people who would ssy that 
it would not be wise for the Govern- 
meut to induce prone to tie up their 
money in postal savings branches, 
where it could not be circulated for 
the benefit of trade and commerce.

n general, Mr. McLeod said in ‘part: 

“The Bank Act, 1913, is a marked 

“‘mprovement over ils predecessora, 

¢ desirable “features. have been 
introduced. To contend for external 
examination is no longer neceasary; 
only the method and the thorough: 
ness of inspection require to be con- 
sidered. The privilege of enlarging the 
Powera of circulation by the deposit 
lh in a proposed central reserve. 
and the clarifying of the Government 
statement are two more features that 
should prove beneficial. There are 
some features that should be intro- 
duced and some that should be im. 
proved.” 

Mr. McLeod said he did not consid- 
et bank profits excessive when the 
double ig was considered. He 
continued: “The machinery of, the 
Canadian banking system is excel- 
lent, but in many individaal cases it 
has been used without skill or reck- 
iessly used. : 

“Like its predecessors, the act has 
few provisions for the protection of 
depositors, of whom the majority are 
savings depositors. In some coun- 
tries savings depositors are the spe. 
cial wards of legislators. 

“Among the provisions that should 
be introduced for the protection of 
depositors there ought to be included 
a most rigid and thorough external 
inspection of the general management 
of each bank. The system proposed 
in ‘the Bank Act is an acknowledg- 
ment that external inspection is ne- 
ceasary, but only by the utmost activ- 
ity of the Department of Finance 
can this plan be made effective. 

“No stipulation is made as to the 
prover cualification required of the 
auditors. and it is open to any bank 
to have its balance sheets duly signed 
by auditors that are nothing more 
than ‘dammies’ of the ,-ceral man- 
ager. I believe the appointment of 
mémbers of the board of bank in- 
spectors; proposed inthe act. should 
be by vote of the general mariagers 
of all the banks. This method of 
electing auditors would eliminate 
political influence and would also 
avoid the objection that the associa- 
tion is sometimes controlled by one 
or other of the large banks. 

“The banks should be required to 
keep a fixed cash reserve in gold and 
legal tender. Some years ago I advo- 
cated 1 ed cent. of a bank’s liabili- 
ties to the public. I now advocate 
15 per cent., as present conditions 
show the need of a large reserve. 

“Banks should be prohibited from 
underwriting flotation schemes or in- 
vesting in rag} security with which x 
stock bonus is directly or indirectly 
given, They should be prohibited 
from including in their assets any 
shares of the stock of any corpora- 
tion, unless such stock be acquired 
in the liquidation of an existing debt. 

“It hax been proposed that the 
amplzamation of banks be rendered 
possible only through Act of Parlia- 
ment, and with this propcsal. I am in 
accord. By a goodly numb-r of banks 
of moderate size the inter-sta of the 
-public are best served: mich banks 
are often the strongest i: times of 
stress,. and their actions are not as 
likely. to. raise public rese:tment a4 
are those of the gixantic corporations. 
The numbver of banks should not be 
further reduced, particularly as it is 
becoming almost impossible to estab- 
lish new banks in face of the com- 

tion of old and widely-extablished 
nstitutions. In fact the placing of a 
limit on the size of any one ban may 
be worth attention. 

“The emergency circulation clauses 
of the Bank Act should be eliminated. 
They can be required,. their~ intro- 
duction having been brought about 
through necessity caused by over- 
inflation, and their existence in the 
Act tends towards inflation, * 

“The Bank Act should prohibit the 
loaning to any one customer more 
than s reasonable percentage of a 
bank’s’ capital, to avoid: a rock dn 
which so many banks have met ship- 
wreck. A limit of 25 per cent. of capi- 
tal “would” be liberal.”

CHAUDIERE RISING. 


Flood on Quebec River Endangera 
Big Bridge. 

LEVI8, April 4.—Owing to the ob- 
normal rise of the Chaudiere River, 
caused by sudden thaws and heavy 
rains, great damage is feared. Amo 
othera the splendid bridge, comple’ 
in 1906, a short distance south of the 
new Quebec bridge across the St. Law- 
rence River and which leads to the 
later, is in danger of being swept 
away. Some 300 men. under Con- 
tractors M. P. and J..T. Davis, have 
been working at it since January

Sir William Ramsay's’ Quick Wit at the’ 
Battleof Poitiers, 

In the battle of Poitiers (1356) a num- 
ber of Scottish soldiers fought on the 
tide of the French, and several of them 
were taken prisoners by the English. 
Among them was Sir Archibald Doug- 
las. Being dressed ina suit of splendid 
armor, the victors thought they had 
captured—as indeed they bad—some 
great nobleman. Severa] of the Eng- 
lish were about to strip off his armor 
when Sir William Ramsay of Colluthie, 
who was also a prisoner, happening to 
tatch Bir Archibald’s eye. gave bim a 
meaning look. 

Pretending to be very angry, be cried 
out: “You rascal, bow is it that you are 


J wearing your master’s armor? Come 


bere and poll off my boots!” Douglas, 
seemingly thoroughly cowed, went 
bambly forward and drew off a boot, 
with which Sir William began to beat 
him, The English onlookers at once 
Interfered on Douglas’ behalf, saying 
that be was a person of great rank and 
a lord.

LONDON, April’ 4—Mrs. Fmmeline 
Pankhurst, the’leader of the militant 
suffragettes, was \ yesterd.y “found 
guilty and sentenced to three years’ 
pe: servitude. at the Old jiley 
sessions, on the charge of inciting per- 
sons tu commit damage in respect to 
the bomb explosion at Lioyd-George’s 
country house at Walton’ Heath. 

The’ trial had lasted two dars and 
when the judge, Sir’ Charles Monta- 
gue Lush, pronounced -sentence his 
Speech ‘was received with loud cries 
of “shame” from the militant suffra- 
gettes, who crowded’ the court. 

The jury added a strong recom- 
mendation ‘for mercy, and when the 
judge pronounced sentence the wos 
men rose in angry protest. 

As Mrs. Pankhurst stood in the 
prisoners’ enclosure, her sympathizers 
cheered wildly and then. filed. out of 
court singing, “March On, March 
On," to ‘the tune of the ‘‘Marseil- 
laise,”” + 

Mrs. Pankhurst,. who acted as her 
own counsel, said ‘she did not wish to

spoke for filly minutes, at times wan- 
dering so far from the matter before 
the court that the judge’ severely 
censured her. ~- 

In impassioned tones she declared 
that whatever might be her sentence 
she would not submit. From the very 
moment when she Jeft the court she 
would refuse to eat and would start « 
“hunger strike.’’ She would, she 
said, come out of prison dead or alive 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Justice Lush, in summing up, told 
the jury that Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
speeches were an admission that she 
had incited to the perpetration of il- 
legal acts. 

“This movement will go on whether 
I live or die,” said Mrs. Pankhurst, 
after the verdict of the jury was given. 
“These women will go on unti] women 
have obtained the e:mmon rights of 
citizenship. as they shall have over 
the civilized world before the move: 
men}tis over.’* 20" Sve = 

Justice Lush said: “I must pass & 
severe sentefice on you. If you 
would only realize the wrong you are 
doing and use influence in th: right 
direction I should be the first to use 
my best endeavors to secure a miti- 
gation of your sentence. I cannot and 
1 will not separa your crime as trivial. 
I¢ is a most serious one.” :

Should an applicant be unable 
to meet there conditions the circum-" 
stances of his case would be reported 
to the registrar-general, and upon his 
being satisfied that the reason. for 
having the marriage solemnized in the 
place mentioned was not to evade due 
publicity, nor for any ot..er improper 
purpose, he could in writing authorize 
the issue of the license or certificate.

REVENUE GROWS. 


Canada Has Added. $32,287,72t To Her 
Annual Income, 


OTTAWA, April 7.—The atesech 
of revenue and, expenditure of the 
Dominion for the fiscal year just clos- 
ed as by returns: furnish the 
Department of Finance up to March 
31, has been issued. It shows that for 
the fiscal year ended on that date, 
the revenue totaled $165,523,137, as 
compared with $132,745,336 for the fis- 
cal year ended March 31, 1913, an in- 
crease of $33,287,721. 

‘The increase was general in all 
sources of revenue. In customs there 
was an increase of $26,726,391; in ex- 
cise an increase of $2,238,300; in post- 
office. receipts an increase of $1,566,- 
747; in receipts from ,public works 
and railways aod canals an increase 
of $2,037,889; from. miscellaneous 
sources, an increase of $213,431. =: 

The -expenditure. on - consolidated 
fund account for the fiscal year was 
$95,250,013, as against $83,560,693 for 
the precedin year. an increase of 
$12,064,420. On capital account there 
was a decrease $151,529, namely 
ipo $23,900,985 to $28,758,456.

English. Militants Try To, Destroy 
Historic Edifice. 


LONDON, April .9,—Another © cam, 
paign of destruction was started by 
the militant suffragettes of London 
and its suburbs against the sail 
boxes yesterday. Corrosive fluids, 
inks and burning rage satarated with 
oil were used. 

Suffragettes Monday. night attempt- 
ed to blow up the ruins of the ancient 
and historic Dudley Castle. the i 
of which dates back to the eightl 
century, when the original atsonzhold 
was bullt by « Saxon prince. Inhabi- 
tants of the town were awakened by 
a loud explosion at midnight, Police 
on searching the surroundin grounds, 
found some chemicals and blasting 
powders, some of which bad failed. to 
explode. 

Tro old viege guns weiching a ton 
each were thrown out of their posi- 
tions ia the embrasures of the castle 
hy the explosion. 

‘Many of the windows of a group of 
adjacent cottages were broken, but 
none of the inmates were injured.

Instead, however, of rying 
in the past achievements cf the early 
inissionariex. and the early discover-" 
ers, Montrealers are most interested 
in the fact that this place was al- 
ways the commercial metropctis of 
the Dominion. In the early dsyz it 
was as a fur-trading statior, later on 
as a wholesale and distributing cen- 
tre, and to-day her people take price 
in the city’s prominence-as a financiel, 
manufacturing, distributing and trans- 
portation centre. : 

Statisticians point out that Mont 
real, as the national port during the 
teason of navigation handles a 
greater monthly tonnage than any 

rt on the continent, except New 


tems; that her wholesale houses are 
the Jargest,. her customs. collections 
the greatest, ber manufacturing out- 
put the most valuable; that ber 
wealth is the test, and that, in 
brief, she is the .commercial. metro- 
polis of the Dominion. Little ‘or no 
attention is paid to the historical as- 
sociations of the city, to her beautiful 
churches, art galleries, museums, or 
the old, narrow streets and the houses 
which have come down from the days 
of the old French regime; these’ are 
anknown except to a few who seek 

lore. In every sense Montreal

LAL RED HARD FOR “MASSES.” 
The Author of Britain For, the British 
Had a Hard Beyhood and Later 
Befame a: Soldier—Seli-Education 
Made Him a Brilliant Thinker and 
Writer—A Kindly Antagonist and a 
Vigorous Journalist. 


The man who has done more to 
popularize Socialism c«mongst the 
working-classes of Great Britain is 
undoubtedly Mr. Robert Blatchford. 
Though ths able author c! ‘’Britain 
for the British” has retired into ‘the 
country. he: has not laid down’ his 
sword, which is-his pen. en the con- 
trary, he is promis she faithful, 
and likewise the unbélievers, a new 
exposition of Socialism, and it remains, 
to be seen how far ht retains his in- 


‘fluence over the working-classes. 


Mr. Blatchford has graduated in a 
ard school: His childhood, ‘ over- 
clouded with poveity and ill-health, 
was unhappy, and the bitter experi- 
ences of his carly years Lave never 
been eradicated from his mind. In 
reply to the critics who are shocked 
at his~ heresies, he retorts: “These 
good people, searching for some ex- 
planation of my obdurate heresy, 
wondering how any man could beso 
vexstiousiy unpleasant, have failed, 
for lack of knowledge, to discern the 


cause. As a child 1 suffered and sew, 


and felt, as only a sensitive and sym- 
pathetic child could feel. And I nev- 
er forgot. So there, my friends, is 
your riddle answered. hat a simple 
answer it is. Bitter experience and a 
deep and passionate pity; these are 
the roots out of which my hereaies 
grew.” 

When he was twenty i . set out to 
see the world. He trampei from Yar- 
mouth to London, but found the Me-

tropolis a hard stepmother. Failing 
to obtain work, and bereft of means, 
he “went for a soldier.” This phase 
of life he thoroughly enjoyed, and 
has written a humorous and fascinat- 
ing book on the army «hich has earn- 
ed the unqualified praise of Sir Eve- 
lyn Wood and other distinguished sol- 
diers.

He devoted his leisure to self-edu- 
cation, and alter leaving the army he 
became a clerk.

ve Message of Meteorites. 


Recent observations have conclu- 
sively established that meteorites arc 
not of earthly origin, but reach our 
atmosphere from outer space. Their 
general similarity of structure and 
composition suggests they must have 
a common origin, Some think the 
meteorites come from the moon’s vol- 
canoes, but this is unlikely. Another 
suggestion is they are ejected from 
the sun. 

Bir James Dewar, speaking at the 
Rosal Institution, England, says that 
some meteorites have been found to 
contain minute quantities of carbon 
compounds of such a character that 
their presence in a terrestrial body 
would be regarded as an indirect re- 
sult of animal or vegetable existence.

But of this 
he is skeptical, he says, on present in-

The mines may be divided into three) 
classes, the ‘‘Twinlone” or pit. “Hm. 
yaw Dwin™ or, hillside working, and 
the “Loo-Dwin,” the cavern oF cave 
mine. The first of these mining sys 
tems is, together with the! more mod- 
ern way, still practiced in the valley 
bottom in dry weather. The bottoms 
are quite flat, ‘and below an upper 
vein’ of ‘alluvial soil.and at a depth 
varying from 15 to 20 feet is found the 
bed of “byon,’’ or ruby bearing soil, 
having a thickness of from four to 
five feet, invariably wet and soft, and 
the soil is kept under contrul by the 
use of piles until the “‘byon"™ has been 
extracted and the ‘‘akhon,” a sub- 
stratum, reached. 

In some districts here the soil is 
stiffer and smal! shafts are sunk to a 
depth of 20 to 25 feet to the bed of 
“byon.” Of course, there have been 
some improvements in the general 
wining scheme, but it is in most part 

uite the same to-day as years ago, 
the washing in a general way consist- 
ing of placing the “byon” in a series 
of ‘troughs. The running of the water 
gradually carries away the lighter stull 
and the washed sand is taken out from 
time to time and rewashed in fine 
meshed baskets, 

During the wet season work in the 
“Twinlones™ ceases and work in the 
“Hmyaw-Dwin” begins. The “Hm- 
yaws” are not mines in the strict 


sense of the word, but are cuttings in J 


the hillsides where a bed of “‘byon”™ 
is supposed to exist. The “byon” thus 
situated is of yellowish color. close 
and stiff, and may be cut into. and 
tunnelled and often is the restinz 
place of other minerals, such as sap- 
phires,.tourmaline, graphite and mics. 

The third class of mines, the ‘‘Loo- 
Dwi! -afe interesting and very pro- 
fitable to the miner, for almost all the 
mountain ranges have a base of lime- 
stone covered with red clay or veze 
table soil and, in the outcrops of the 
limestone the entrance to the caves 
are easily found. The ramifications of 
these caves seem endless, sonietimes 
extending for miles, often very nur- 
row and occasionally opening into 
large caverns. 

It is a hazardous work for the miner 
crawling along the passageway, but lie 
is well rewarded, for the “byon” is ot 
sandy nature, and while the stones ar: 
fewer they are of better quality and 
larger. . 

When the Burma Ruby Mines, Ltd.. 
started to operate in 1899 much waz 
expected from the application ‘of nes 
ideas and European skill, but the ex- 
pectations were not realized for some 
time.

While not absolutely denying this. 
Prof. Marchialava said: “At the pre- 
sent time it could not properly be 
called pneumonia. - Probably the re- 
sistant and robust fibre of the Holy 
Father may overcome. this danger. 
Meanwhile we can make the state 
ment, that the condition of albumin- 
a has disappeared.” : 

In the two bulletins issued, one in 
the morning and one in the evening, 
the Pope’s condition was set forth as 
hopeful, but it has been learned that 
the bulletins as prepared by the at- 
tending. physicians have come under 
the censorship of the Papal Secretary 
of State. The explanation is now giv- 
en that Drs. Marchisfava and Amici 
embody in their bulletins all the de- 
tails with reference to the pulse and 
soaplestion, in addition to other patho- 
logical conditions. These bulletins are 
submitted to Cardinal Merry Del Val, 
and when they reach the public they 
lack what the Papal Secretary con- 
siders unnecessary and undesirable 
for publicity. 

After midnight there was an in- 
crease in the temperance of the 
patient, and the fact that a large 
quantity of disinfectanta had been 
brought into the sick apartment was 
considered as an indication that the 
bronchitis had developed into pneu- 
monia The Monk Vives y Tuto, 
brother of the Cardinal, who has been 
for some time the co fessor of the 
Pope, entered his room and remained 
there forty-five minutes It is sup- 
posed that during that time he heard 
the pontiff’s confession.

Val. The latter on reaching the bed- 
side restored calm, saying that prob- 
ably the Pope would fee! great re- 
lief as the presence of the blood was 
doubtless due to the rupture of small 
vessels in the throat. 

There was another alarm yesterday 
afternoon. That occurred at St. Pet- 
er’s. A hundred Polish pilgrims, led 
by their bishop, were within the Ba- 
silica when they heard the sound of 
many bells. Thinking that this was 
the announcement of the death of the 
Pope they gathered around the bishop 
and intoned prayers for the dead. 

Dr. Amici, in a statement made 
last night (Sunday) prior to the ex- 
tremely serious conditions which 
arose, said:— 

“The condition of the Pope is grave 
but not alarming. We can overcome 
the present crisis. Then, if he follows 
the doctors’ advice, he may live some 
years more. The present relapse was 
due to the reluctance of the pontiff 
to submit strictly to the medical regi 
men. The moment he feels better 
wishes to resume his ordinary occu- 
pations, which cause loss of strength 
great danger.”

The West Has Many Taics To Tell of: 
the Late Patrick Jo _ 

On one occasion, a number of years 
ago, when Southern Alberta was more 
of a ranching country than it is to- 
day, cattle “rustlers” or thieves were 
numerous along the border, and the 
Mounted Police of the Macleod: Dis- 
trict decided to clean them out. 
dozen or more persons, some caught 
red-handed, some of whose guilt there 
was little doubt, though positive proof 
was lacking, and. others merely sus- 
pected, were arrested and brought to 
Macleod for trial. The prosecutor was 
‘Mr,. M& Mackenzie, now Provincial 
Treasurer of Alberta, while the de- 
fence, in the case of most of the pris- 
oners, was in the hands of the late 
P. J. Nolan, the widely-known Cal- 
gary lawyer. 

“Paddy” fought valiantly for his 
clients, but the evidence against them 
was overwhelming. One by one, eight 
of them, men and women, were con- 
victed and sentenced to terms in the 
Stoney ‘Mountain Penitentiary, some 
for stealing cattle, others for perjury. 
Two more, defended by another law. 
yer, were placed on trial acd quickly! 
convicted. ‘‘Paddy’’ was in court, and 
when the judge paused before pass- 
ing sentence, he asked leave to speak.

“that you can obtain better terms 
from the railroad and save money for 
the country if you can make up 8 
ports ot ten for the little Manitoba 
town?” 


It was in the same court that Mr. 
Nolan asked that the witnesses of the 
opposing side be excluded during ex, 
amination.

He had taken an im- 
portant part in preparing the case, 
and his principal wished to have his 
assistance. @ therefore> asked the 
judge to allow his clerk to remain.

“Paddy” cross-questioned cerefully 
on the symptoms of the various dis- 
eases which the witness had mention- 
ed. Then he suggested a disease him- 
self, drawling out a formidable Greek 
word, ““Leptosporangium.” 

Yes, the witness knew it perfectly, 
and he ed to describe the 
symptoms with great circumstantial- 
ity. He made it out a dreadful dis- 
ease, contagious, deadly to man and 
beast. “Paddy” led him on and on, 
suggesting symptoms and having the 
witness accept or reject them.. At

A. F. MACDONALD DIES. 


Brother of Hon. John Sandfield Mac- 
~ donald Passes Away. 


CORNWALL, April 15.—Alexander 
F. Macdonald, a member:of one of 
the most prominent families in this 
part of Ontario, away at his 
apartments at the King George Hotel: 

The deceased was 
in the 96th: year, of his. age, and the 
greater part of his life had “been 
spent in Cornwall.

Banks Withdraw Western 
Branches, Says MacKenzie. 


OTTAWA, April 16.—Interesting | °™ 
views were ai before the banking 
and commerce committee yesterday by 
Roderick MacKenzie, secretary of the 
Manitoba Grain Growers’ Association. 
ee Edmund Nyalver will Be heard to- 

ay. 

Mr. MacKenale ‘believed that termi. 
nal elevator receipts should be placed 
on the same basis as call loans. This 
would help to finance the grain in 
the fall. If it could be. classified as @ 
liquid asset it would help matters. 
Bankers declared that they cannot 
now put money invested in call Joans 
in warehouse receipts. The clause of 
the new act enables farmers to. bor- 
row money on the security of their 
thrashed grain or the cattle on their 
ranches. It would help the grain 
gTowers to realize on their grain and 
meet their ecg Mere if they were 
able to get all their grain out before 
the close of navigation. 

Asked by Chairman Ames if he fav- 
ored restricting the banka to a seven 
xd cent. rate of interest, Mr. Mac- 

‘enzie replied in the affirmative. 

“T think I should favor calling this 
bluff,” said Mr. MacKenzie, when Mr.

Western Agriculturalists Show a Ten- 
dency In the Right Direction. 


Unquestionably, among the most im- 
portant, if not in itself the most im- 
portant, developmenta in Western 
Canada during the past couple of 
years has been the increased interest 
in safe and sane agriculture.

“The measure makes ‘changes of 
more or‘Jess importance, but does not 


last summer,” declared Mr. 

“The circular sent out by the Govern- 
ment did not meet the case; the pres- 
ent proposal of the Governmeut is 
hopelessly inadequate and “fails 
touch the crucial point of the ques- 
tion. The burden should be taken off 
improvements and increased on un- 
occupied lands.” 

Mr. Rowell intimated that the Op- 
position will shortly introduce an 
amendment to the bill increasing the 
exemption of taxation on income by 
$600, instead of $900, as proposed by 
the Government.

That angene who expected a sub- 
stantial advance in temperance legis- 
lation would be disappointed with the 
measure before the House, was the 
criticism of the Opvosition leader. 
The amendments would not hurt the 
liquor trade, but would still hold the 
support of the trade to the Govern- 
ment. If the Government had been 
sincere in their desire they could have 
cut off hours of sale from the busy end 
of the day. No doubt the curtailment 
of the bottle trade over bars would 
have some good effect, but the present 
law appeared to cover that point.

The time.to swat the fly is when flies are 
so few that they can be successfully swatted. 
To kill a few million flies a day at a time of the 
year when they are multiplying at the rate of 
a few billion is vain labor, but to kill a dozen in 
April that might have become the progenitors 
ofa million in August is feasible, and helps for- 
ward the international effort to get rid of this 
pest. That the house fly is by far the most 
dangerous disease carrier is vouched by the 
medical profession. Little as it is known about 
infantile paralysis, the probability that the fly 
is responsible for disseminating the seeds of 
that disease amounts ulmust to certainty. 
While private citizens can usefully employ 
themselves in destroying all the flies they come 
across in the course of the next few weeks, the 
Medical Health Officer might send outcirculars 
calling attention to the need of air-tight gurbuge 
tins. Flies breed in stable refuse, and if this 
refuse were in all cases kept ‘in air-tight con- 
tainers or sprayed with kerosene when allowed 
to remain uncovered, it would not take long to 
abolish the house fly.—Toronto Mail,

THE WHEAT PROPHETESS, 
Misi E. Cora Hind fs Canada’s Great. 
est Crop Expert. 

Is may be news to some people that 
the grestest authority. on agricultural 
conditions and tendencies in Western 
Canada is a woman. Perhaps it should 
be said that some of the professora 
and other experts in the service of 
the various Governments may be ex- 
cepted when this distinction is sccord- 
ed, says Turonto Saturday Night. Miss 
&. Cora Hind, commercial and a 
cultural editor of The Free Press, Win- 
nipeg, has achieved a national reputa 
tion as an authority on agricultural 
topics, with particular reference to the 

roduction. of grain and live stock. 

er most noteworthy accomplish- 
morte, as far as the general public is 
concerned, have been in connection 
with the inspection of growing crops 
in the prairie provinces. In her ca- 
pacity as commercial editor she spent 
a large portion of each summer dur- 
ing the past eight years in traveling 
through the various grai. districts in 
order to reach an accurate canclusion 
regarding the crop outlook. The pres- 
ent season has been the first in which 
Miss Hind has not undertaken these 
trips, and only the great extension of 
settlement and cultivation has made 
Deoeasar7 the discontinuance of this 
important work. 

It 15 no small task to calculate che 
probable output of wheat over au 
acreage of five to ten million distribut- 
ed through a terri#@ery of 200,000,000 
acres, but a summary of what Miss 
Hind has been able to do in this re- 
spect will give the best idea of her 
efficiency. ™ 1904 to 1911 she made 
an annus! estimate about harvest 
time. Of course, it was not until one 
year later that there was an oppor- 
tunity to compare her —_ with the 
official returns of the Dominion Gov. 
ernment. During that time the total 
yield of wheat increased from 54,390,- 
678 to 181,751,017 bushels, so‘that there 
was plenty of room to make a mistake, 
In 1904 Miss Hind’s figures were with. 
fm 700,000 bushels of the actual output 
as tabulated s year later. In 1905 
she. was about 500,000 bushels out, ia 
1907, 300,000 bushels, and in 1909, 600,- 
000 bushels. In the other years her 


estimates were from three to four mil- |. 


ilon bushels astray, but these were 
seasons in which the work of calcula.

Clerk. - 18.—One of the most terrible acci- 
.{ dents to a spherical balloon in many 
yeara occurred here yesterday after- 
noon. The military balloon Zadiac 
collapsed at a height of about 600 feet 
and fell to the ground with its five 
occupants, all of whom were killed. 

The Zadiac, which had a Capra of 
1,600 cubic meters, was inflated with 
Sued gas and left the Aero Club 
Park 8t. Cloud, with the military 
seronauts, Captain Clevenad and De- 
noue, Lieut. De Vaisselot and Artil- 
leryman Rochy and the civilian pilot, 
Aumont Thieville sboard.. Propelled 
by a strong wind the balloon passed 
rapidly over Paris and arrived at 
Noisy Legrand. Observers euddenly 
saw it shrivel up and fall. Laborers 
working in tue field rushed to the 
assistance of the aeronsuts, but had 
difficulty in-extricating them from the 
vast mass of silk. 

Three of the men, Clevenad, Rechy 
and Aumont Thieville, were killed out 
right, Denoue and De 
still breathing. They were placed in 
an automobile, which happened to be 

| passing along the high road. and rash- 
ed to the military hospital at Vin- 
ceines. Denoue died on'the way pnd 
De VaisseJot died at the hospital. 

The exact cause of the accident re- 
mains for the present a mystery.

by some veracious fishermen to give 
good results. 

Wind, too, is considered an import 
ant element in determining fisher- 
men’s luck. “I'd have caught a hun- 
dred if the wind had been southeast 
instead of south,” is the frequent re- 
mark of the man who returns after 
a hard day’s work. with but three! 
small fish to show for it all. And 
“too windy” is the wise remark of the 
native as he squints upwards after 

asked how the fishing is today. |} 
But the fact is that any wind is bet- 
ter than no wind in most places, and| 
there are but few localities where the 
direction of the wind makes a vital 
difference in the state of a day’s catch.

TARIFF BILL ACCEPTED. 


Underwood's Measure Undergoes Few 
Changes in Caucus. 


WASHINGTON, - April 1.—The 
Democratic tariff revision~bill, with 
its sweeping reductions, a lengthy 
free list, augumented Saturday by 
the ways and means committee and 
its income tax is now ready for: de- 
bute in the House of Representatives. 

Approved fate Saturday by the 
Democratic caucus as amended in two 
weeks’ discussion and by the commit- 
tee 1n minor features, the bill will. be 
reintroduced Monday by — majority 
Leader Underwood. It will be report- 
ed favorably by the majority. of the 
ways and means committee Tuesday 
and called up for debate Wednesday. 

Chairman Underwood predicted: on 
ceasing night that the bill would be | 
passed in the House by May 15. 

The bill ‘as approved by President 
Wilson came ‘through the caccua un- 


scathed. 

The principal changes made in the 
bill. were: Shoe machinery, buck- 
wheat, rye, rabbit fur and phosphoric 
acid transferred from dutiable to the 
{ree liet; onyx reduced from 65 to 50 
cents a cubic foot. to put it on the 
same basis as marblic. diamonds, un- 
cut, are unchanged. but cut diamonds 
increased from 15 to 20 p.c.; castor 
oil reduced from 15 to 12 p.c., cod, 
seal and herring oil reduced from 5 
to 3‘per cent.; sperm oil increased 
{rom 5 to 8 per cent.; vanilla beans 
reduced from 50 to 30 cents a pound; 
salts and other compounds and mix- 
tures of which bismuth, gold, plati- 
num, rhodium, silver, tin and uran- 
ium constitute the chief value cut 
from 15 to 10 per cent.

The Liberals were heartily 
in accord with the Government in de- 
siting better highways, but believed 
that the assistance to be given by 
the Dominion Government should be 
allocated to and divided ‘among ‘the 
Provincial Governments in the same 
way as the provincial subsidies. 

Bir Wilfrid s id Hon. Mr. Cochrane 
had indicated his acquiescence in this 
view, but for some reason had refused 
to incorporate it in this bill. 

Mr. Cochrane replied that the esti- 
mates of ‘last year had appropriated 
the money for the betterment of high- 
et to the provinces on a per capita 

esis. e 

Sir Wilfrid then moved that the bill 
be not now read a second time, but 
that the House do affirm. the principle 
that the Dominion grant for the bet- 
terment of highways should be dis- 
tri among the Governments of 
the various provinces on the basis of 
the population of the province as 
determined by the last census. 

The Prime Minister said that the 
amendment proposed at this. stage 
meant a serious delay in passing the 
legislation if it were adopted, and he 
could not understand why it was not 
moved in committee. Everyone agreed 
that the principle of the bil} was @ cor- 
Tect one, and the second reading 
should, therefore, have carried’ with- 
out debate or division. There was, 
he said, a marked difference between 
the bill for the aid of agriculture and 
the highway bill. The former voted a 
specific sum and directed how it 
should be distributed; the latter was 
pr an act enabling the Minister 
of Railways to take charge of the ad- 
ministration of money hereafter to 
be placed in the estimates‘and to be 
voted by the House. If, when the 
estimates were bate down, it was 
found that they did not provide for 
proper division of the grant, then the 
Opposition would have grounds for 
complaint. . 

’ De. Neely (Humboldt) declared that 
every province was opposed to the 
terms and conditions laid down by 
the ir eres now before the House. 

J. E. Armstrong (E. Lambton) de- 
clared that the measure now before 
the House was one of the most popu- 
lar brought down by the Government.

‘Thereis a conviction amounting almost to 

tainty that the system as at present carried 
out is wrong in aim, and ineffectual, if not 
} actually bad, in its results. Asto this we need 
=-only mention the educating of children away 
from the farm and all love for country life in 
_our rural and high schools. Neither the de- 
{partment nor the teachers intend that any such 
Fesult shall follow, butic is none the lessa 
damentable fact that the real result is as we 
dhave stated. That is only one problem that 
might profitably be discussed by a county con- 
“¥ention of trustee boards. Another problem 
4s that of rural school consolidation. This 
cause is being vigorously championed by Mr. 
W.-W. Anderson of Rednersville, and in many 
* portions of the United States the scheme has 
been carried out with splendid results. Our 
Sigorous Canadian climate and impassable 
suads in winter might militate against equal 
success here, but the experiment is one we 
would like to see earnestly carried out.

the United States to take the evidence

Charles M. Bowman (N. Bruce) 
thought that the facts warranted the 
appeintment of a commission, and he 
that the motion should be 
passed. 

Mr. McGerry moved an amendment 
that the committee should present ita 
report to the Legislature. On a vote 
the Opposition proposal. was.defeated, 
and the meetings of the committee for 
the present session came to an end. 

F. H. McGuigan of the McGuigan 
Construction Co, was the last witness 
heard by the cominittee, He was ask- 
ed by Mr. Rowell-if he had threatened 
the Government that he would expose 
something if his claim was not paid.

ENGLISHMEN GELEBRATE/ “GAG” 
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Closure Resolution Is Carried 
the Federal House...

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EVERY ARGUMENT FAILS 





After a Strenuous Day In the Com- 
mons, the Government Forces Vote 
For the Closure Rules. and Pass 
Them by a Majority of s56— 
Liberal. Members Make Their - 
Last Appeal to the House. 


OTTAWA. April 25.—The shackles 
were dete? put on the Parliament 
of the Canadian people last night by 
the Nationalist-Conservative majority, 
which obediently lined up to prevent 
an appeal to the electors:on the joint 
igsues of responsible government and 
free speech, The Borden-Rogers gag 
resolution was carried by the Govern- 
ment majority at 12.30 this morning on 
8 vote of 108 to 73, after a final day 
of strenuous fighting by resulute Lib- 
eralism. The appeal to argument, to 
fair play, to precedent, and the pro- 
test against the vicious effect of plac- 
ing Parliament under the control ofa 
political machine dominated by a few 
men, has availed nothing for the mo- 
ment. The desire of the Government 
to cling to power at any ‘price, and 
its indecision when great matters of 
Imperial and national import are at 
stake, haz found its natural accom- 
plice in violence. 

The. debate upon the closure resolu- 
tion was resumed by Mr. Carroll, the 
Liberal member for South Cape Bre- 
ton, who contended that a large num- 
bér of the Conservative members were 
opposed to the resolution, but dare 
not say so, 

Hon. H. R. Emmerson, who follow- 
ed Mr. Carroll, declared that if clo- 
sure was introduced it would under- 
mine the stability of Parliament and 
would take away every vestige of the 
tights of the people. 

Mr. Emmerson said the Opposition 
had only been doing their duty to 
the ple by “constitutionally resist. 
ing’ the passage of the naval bill. 

n conclusion he declared that if 
the closure was passed it would mean 
that the Cabinet. and not the Govern. 
ment, would rule the country. Both 
the Opposition and Government mem. 
bers would become under the new 
tules merely “silent registering ma- 
chines.” ‘ 

Mr. E. M. Macdonald (Pictou) ex- 
pressed his hope and conviction ped 
the Senate would throw out the naval 
bill if it wa: forced through the House 
by closure. 5 

Mr..Macdonald declared that under 
the power given the Government by 
the new rules there will be practically : 
no more private members’ lezislation 
on public questions. Even under the 
preven rules not a single private bi!l 
nas been permitted to get a second 
reading this’ session. 

Sir Edmund Osler said, under rules 
proverly administered, a session of | 
Perliament should not last more than 
two months. There was entirely too ! 
much talking, and the great majority 
of the speeches on both sides of the 
chamber were mere rubbish. He had 
been in Parliament seventeen years. 
and during that time not more than 
twelve speeches had been delivered 
which were worth crossing the hall to 
hear. His idea of a “hideous purgs- 
tory” would be to sit“another seven- 
teen years in Parliament and be 
obliged to listen to the speeches. He 
doubted if anything had been said in 
the naval debate of this session which } 
added anything to the speeches made 
by Mr. Borden and Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, reapectively. 

Relerrmrg to the latter, Sir Edmund 
said that no insult had been intended 
to Bir Wilfral Laurier. The Opposi- 
tion leader, however, was not a “china 
god, to be dusted off with a silk hand. 
kerchief every morning.” but a poli- 
ticizn, who must take blows as wl! as 
give them, 

Dr. Michael Clark (Red Deer) con- 
eluded the debate.’ He said that the 
moral standards in Canadian politics 
were such as to mske it inadvisable | 
to limit free discussion. There were 
charges and counter-charges of grait 
leveled against both parties.

LONDON, April 25.—In diplomatic 
quarters in London last night the be- 
lief pre ils tiat Montenegro will 
yield to the powers on the Scutari 
question, and it was reported that 
Montenegro had made an informal 
suggestion regarding a new frontier 
line in this district, giving her terri- 
torial and other advantages, includin 
session of the town of Berdica an 
th banks of the Boyana River. 
The new frontier, which it is stated 
ontenegro has proposed 





run northwest of Vraka, through Kop 
lik to Kaldrum on Lake Scutari. This 
slip of territory, although very moun- 
tainous, is important to Montenegro, 
because it affords a natural road to 
Ipek, avoiding a great detour. From 
Berdica the line would run to the 
coast north of San Giovanni di Medua. 
According to the latest news Aus- 
tria has not stipulated any time limit 
for the evacustion of Scutari. It is 
reported that Austria has an expedi- 
tion of 60,000 mer completely organiz- 
ed to coerce Montenesro if necessary. 
Serious pro-Montenegro demor 
startions occurred among Austria's 
Slav subjects on the fall of Scutari 
at Prague, Agram and other cities. 
They were suppressed the police, 
and all similar demonstrations have 
been forbidden. 1 
A circular note was sent by the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Government to the 
powers composing the concert at Eu- 
rope. The note is virtually an ulti-

OTTAWA, April 25.—Hon. Martin 
Burrell’s bill’ appropriating ten mil- 
lion dollars for cid to agriculture was 
put through the commit'ze stage in 
the House yesterday and a second 
reading given to the Highway Act.

THE FLY PEST. 


Huw best to get rid of the fly pest is‘a 
question of importance at the. present time. 
To kill every one of those busy disease breed 
ing nuisances when first they emerge from their 
winter hiding places, and before they have had 
an opportunity of reproducing their kind in” 
countless hosts would have an. appreciable 
eifect in reducing their numbers, but to trust to 
a swatting compaign later in the szason would 
be torely on a broken reed, 

The best means according to Dr. C, Gordon 
Hewitt Dominion Entomologist who has re- 
cently ptiblished a monograph, on the subject 
of preventing the increase of the insects, is to 
destroy their breeding places which he holds is 
the only way of decreasing their number- 

His remarks in this behalf are as follow: 

Lam very dubious about this (the killing of 
the flies themselves) and the result of com- 
paigns of this nature confirms my doubts. 
The only time when the killing of the flies 
themselves can be of any value is in the spring 
when the first: flies, the progenitors of the 
summer millions, aie coming out of hiberna- 
tion, “In cértain Canadian cities fly killing com- 
paigns were conducted, in some cases by local 
committees, in others by newspapers. Inno 

- ease did the total numaber of flies killed in the 
whole of the. compaign exceed the quantity 
which could easily be reared under natural 
conditions from an average sized pileof stable 
refuse in the course of afew weeks. It would 
seemto.me that greater results would be 
obtained. by conducting compaigns against 
dirty stable yards and backyards, garbage heaps — 
and dumps, privies aud all such places which 
"produce flies and supply them with infection. 
. "Phe doctor further advises chaf after having 
- done:all possible towards destroying the breed- 
ing places, all food supplies should be screened 
in order to prevent infection by flies... | 

By acting upon the advice above given the 
plague of flies will be greatly ' mitigated, even if 
it can not oe wholly overcome.
